CHECK-LIST OF AUSTRALIAN BIRDS. 


Royal Australasian Ornithologists’ Union. 


Historical. 

With the progress and importance of Australian Ornithology it 
becomes necessary to publish an acceptable and uniform Check¬ 
list of Australian Birds. 

The earlier students took as their reference John Gould's folio 
works on “ The Birds of Australia,” vols. i.-vii. (1840-1848), and 
“Supplement” (commenced 1851), and his "Hand-book” to 
them (1865). _ Later-day students accepted the nomenclature and 
classification in general contained in the " Catalogue of Birds of 
the British Museum,” vols. i.-xxvii. (1874-1895), which embodied 
with few exceptions, the Gouldian nomenclature pertaining to 
genera and species of Australian birds. Any changes made 
were chiefly on account of priority (obscure or otherwise) of 
name, or, in the light of more recent research, mistaken identi- 
fication. 

At the Hobart session (1903) * of the Australasian (now Royal) 
Ornithologists’ Union, a committee was appointed to deal with 
the subject of a Check-list of Australian Birds, the committee 
consisting of Mr. Robert Hall, C.M.Z.S., convener, and repre¬ 
senting Queensland ; Mr. A. J. North, C.M.Z.S., New South Wales • 
Mr. A. J. Campbell, C.M.B.O.U., Victoria; Mr. J. W Mellor’ 
South Australia; Mr. A. W. Milligan, Western Australia; and 
Colonel W. V. Legge, C.M.B.O.U., Tasmania. 

At the Adelaide session (1909) f the committee was recon¬ 
structed. Mr. A. F. Basset Hull was appointed in lieu of Mr. 
A. J. North, and Mr. Gregory M. Mathews, F.R.S. Edin., England 
was added, while Mr. A. J. Campbell was elected convener. 

In regard to the appointment of Mr. Mathews, the convener 
has received a letter from that gentleman, dated 26th May, 1910, 
wherein ^ he made the following statement of conditional resigna- 
tl0 . n \ ”. 1 would like to say that, unless the rule of absolute 
-priority is to be followed, 1 will have nothing to do with the 
‘Check-list.’” 

Nevei theless, Mr. Mathews’ laborious work of research, as set 
forth in his “Reference-list” {“ Novitates Zoologicce," xv|i, 
19x2) has been extremely useful to the committee.

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On the 4th January, 1911, the convener, Mr. Campbell, for¬ 
warded a circular letter to each member of the above-mentioned 
comhrittee, stating that the time appeared opportune for the 
preparation of a Check-list of the birds of the Commonwealth— 
i.e Australia and Tasmania; and that it*was proposed to take 
as a foundation for the classification and scientific names the 
“ Hand-List of the Birds of Australia ” {Emu, Suppl., vol. vii., 
1908) prepared by Mr. Gregory M. Mathews, which was in 
accordance with the last and most approved scheme by the late 
Dr. Bowdler Sharpe, F.R.S., in his <c Hand-list of Birds 
(vols. i.-v., 1899-1909), issued under the authority of the British 
Museum, and for the vernacular names the List of the Austral¬ 
asian Association for the Advancement of Science (1S9S),* with 
such alterations as were deemed absolutely necessary. 

It was suggested that the convener and Mr. Milligan, being the 
most centrally situated, should commence the work by examining 
Mr. Mathews’ “ Hand-list ” so far as the validity of species was 
concerned. During the evenings of the winter months (1911) 
they did so, reducing the list to doubtful species or species (for 
want of references or material) not examined, all exlra- 
Australian species being excised.f 

Immediately before the Sydney session, Colonel Legge and Mr, 
Mellor conferred in Melbourne with the convener, Mr. Campbell, 
and Mr. Milligan, when the list of doubtful species was further 
reduced ; and eventually these four members, together with Mr. 
Basset Hull, sat in committee for several days at the Australian 
Museum, Sydney, through the courtesy of the Curator, Mr. 
Robert Etheridge, J.P., where many references and much 
material were examined J and doubtful species determined, the 
very important subjects of classification and nomenclature being 
deferred for consideration and for recommendation to the sub¬ 
sequent (Tasmanian) session. 

In the interim, and again by common consent, the convener 
and Mr. Milligan gave much serious thought to these subjects, 
the results of which are hereafter given in detail. 

[Finally, Mi;. Milligan, representing the. convener, who was 
unavoidably detained in Melbourne, was good enough to proceed 
to the Launceston, session specially to present this report. 

The following is taken from the session minutes {vide Emu , xii., 
p. 146) 

After further discussion, the following was moved by Mr. O. W. Rosen- 
hain (Victoria) and seconded b}' Mr. H. C. Thompson (Tasmania) — 

“ That the Royal Australasian Ornithologists’ Union hereby accepts and 
adopts without reservation the report of the Check-list Committee (with the 
classification annexed) now presented, and affirms the principles contained 
in the report and classification.”

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Captain White (South Australia) moved as an amendment that considera¬ 
tion of the matter be deferred. Dr. Horne (Victoria) seconded the amend¬ 
ment, which was put to the meeting and lost. 

Mr. F. M. Littler (Tasmania) then moved—- 

“That this Union hereby adopts the recommendation of the Check-list 
Committee for the appointment of a Perpetual Check-list Committee (to 
consist of seven members) for the purposes and with the powers mentioned 
in such report.” 

Mr. C. F. Cole (Victoria) seconded the motion, which was carried. 

The following motions were also agreed to :— 

“ That the members of the Perpetual Check-list Committee be elected 
annually at every session, except that, until death or resignation or refusal 
or neglect _tQ act, each of the following ornithologists—Colonel W. V. Lcgge 
and Messrs. J. W. Mellor, A. J. Campbell, A. F. Basset Hull, and A. W. 
Milligan—shall be permanent members of the committee.” 

“ That Captain S. A. White and Mr. F. M. Littler shall be the first 
annual members of the Perpetual Check-list Committee.” 

“ That this Union hereby adopts the recommendation of the Check-list 
Committee for the appointment of a committee to draw up a Code of 
Nomenclature for future guidance of Australian ornithologists, based upon 
that of the International Congress of Zoology, but with such modifi¬ 
cations as may be rendered necessary by the adoption of the principles 
contained in such report.”] 

Introductory. 

Your committee, as the result of its deliberations, and in full 
discharge of its functions, now presents to the Royal Australasian 
Ornithologists 1 Union for acceptance a classification of the birds 
of Australia—complete, except as to a number of species which 
have been placed upon a Provisional List for the reasons 
hereinafter appearing. 

In order that members may readily comprehend what has been 
done, the committee now briefly recounts the steps taken to com¬ 
plete its work. The first step was to determine by exhaustive' 
research and critical examination the validity of all the known 
described species and sub-species of the Australian avifauna. 
This having been accomplished, the second step was to define by 
a scheme of classification the relative relationships subsisting 
between Australian avine groups extending from sub-species to 
class. This having been defined, the third step was to distinguish 
the admitted species and sub-species and their relative ranks in 
the classificator}/ scale by appropriate names and designations. 
The fourth and final step was to provide for the future determina¬ 
tion and admission of species and sub-species by the appointment 
of a Perpetual Check-list Committee, equipped with plenary 
powers, and for a Code of Nomenclature. 

These steps may be classified categorically under the following 
heads :— 

(1) The validity of species and sub-species of Australian birds. 

(2) The scientific classification of Australian birds.

(3) The nomenclature of Australian birds; and 

(4) Recommendations for future classification ; 
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and which, for brevity’s sake, will hereafter in this report be 
referred to as— 

|i) Validity of species. 

(*2) Classification. 

(3) Nomenclature ; and 

(4) Recommendations. 

The subjects will now be dealt with seriatim. 

I.—Validity of Species. 

The committee’s labours in respect of this section were both 
onerous and arduous, but the fact that all the acting members 
of your committee were working field ornithologists and specialists 
in some or one of the branches of ornithology, and as such con¬ 
versant with the life-histories and habitats of Australian forms, 
and familiar with the forms themselves, enabled them to avoid 
those pitfalls into which cabinet ornithologists, unacquainted with 
Australian field ornitholog}^ would assuredly have fallen. 

It may not be out of place for your committee to state here 
that great assistance was rendered to it by the several State 
Museums and by the owners of private collections and others, 
who all freely .and unreservedly placed at the committee’s dis¬ 
posal such material, information, and assistance as was desired. 
These helpers were so numerous that your committee has for 
the purposes of record devoted a special section of this report for 
the due acknowledgment of such gratuitous and invaluable 
assistance. 

Notwithstanding this assistance, your committee was unable 
to handle and examine may rare and recently described forms 
from remote parts, owing to the types in most instances being 
held outside of Australia and typical forms not being readily 
procurable, if procurable at all. To meet this position it only 
remained for your committee to place on the Provisional List, 
before referred to, such of those forms as obviously required 
scrutiny, for determination by the Perpetual Check-list Com¬ 
mittee, if and when appointed. This Provisional List, containing 
the selected species and sub-species, will be found as an Appendix 
(A) to the Classification of Birds herewith. The habitat and 
range of each species and sub-species are now being scheduled, 
and will be inserted in the Classification List before it leaves the 
printer’s hands. 

Before leaving this branch- of the report, it is desirable to 
explain (not that, - perhaps, any explanation is necessary) and 
emphasize that the determination of species was made wholly 
irrespective of persons, without conscious bias, and so far as 
possible regardless of the idiosyncrasies of the individual members 
of the committee, and with one end alone in view—namely, that 
of scientific accuracy ; and if any evidence were required of the 
committee’s impartiality in this connection it would be to point 
out that many species and sub-species described by individual 
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members of the committee were in some cases rejected and in 
others reduced in rank. 

II.— Classification. 

The committee's labours respecting this most important branch 
of its trust were much lightened by the permanent ornithological 
foundation laid down by the father of Australian ornithology, 
the late John Gould, and by the crowning superstructure raised 
upon it by the late Dr. BowcLLer Sharpe (both names and memories 
beloved and revered by Australian ornithologists), and by the 
many other talented author-contributors to the British Museum 
“ Catalogue of Birds," while the work, deliberations, and con¬ 
clusions of such well-known Australian ornithologists as Ramsay, 
North, and other local authorities have been helpful. 

Your committee (reserving to themselves the right of final 
revision of both classifications) decided to adopt the classification 
of John Gould as corrected and modernized by the subsequent 
classification contained in the British Museum “ Catalogue of 
Birds." The adoption of this latter classification was rendered 
necessary, as Gould’s generalization of the higher groups was not 
sustainable in view of knowledge resultant from later morpho¬ 
logical work and the discovery of new facts. In Gould’s 
classification, too, there was evidence of mistaken identification, 
particularly in reference to extra-liinital forms, and frequently 
his generic distinctions were made upon insufficient grounds, 
while in other instances he failed to recognize generic distinctions 
where they existed. All these and many manifest errors were 
by the catalogue mentioned remodelled and corrected, and in 
addition there were brought into classification the ornithological 
discoveries made since Gould’s time. 

Pursuant to the committee's reservation earlier mentioned, the 
whole classification so founded, corrected, and added to, was most 
carefully scrutinized, considered, revised, and settled, and the field 
knowledge which members of committee as working ornithologists 
possessed again proved invaluable, and enabled them to arbitrate 
upon and settle many (though not all) contentious points of 
classification which have been in issue among systematists. The 
classification now presented , therefore , purports to he Gould's 
classification , remodelled , corrected , and modernized by the classi¬ 
fication of the British Museum Catalogue and finally revised by 
your committee. 

It may be mentioned that in many instances the committee 
was called upon to restore to rank many genera which Gould’s 
field knowledge of Australian birds caused him to make, but 
which were not subsequently allowed or recognized by later 
cabinet ornithologists or systematists. 

Regarding the classification of the higher groups, it is desirable 
-for members of the Union to bear in mind that such classification 
is not unalterable, but is subject to mutation as the study of 
morphology still farther advances and newly discovered facts 
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come to light, and therefore further divisions, or the union of 
existing divisions, may be looked for from time to time. 

Ifc was a duty which your committee owed to the Union, and, 
in feet, to all ornithologists, to give the fullest consideration to a 
phase of classification which has of late years been introduced into 
the science of ornithology and accepted by many ornithologists. 
The phase referred to is the admission of geographical species to 
sub-specific rank, and this may for the sake of future reference 
be appropriately termed the “ trinomial classification.’’ To avoid 
any confusion of ideas, your committee asks the members of the 
Union to keep distinguished in the mind the differential application 
of the terms “trinomial classification” and “trinomial nomen¬ 
clature.” In nomenclature the word “trinomial” is invariably 
associated with the phase bearing that name, but, obviously, it 
can be primarily used only as a designation of the classificatory 
method. Its use in a nomenclatural sense will hereafter be 
discussed under its relative and proper heading. 

As the trinomial method of classification is fully dealt with in 
the “ Code of Nomenclature ” adopted by the American Orni¬ 
thologists’ Union (which code, by the way, has, owing to its 
comprehensive, lucid, and scholarly exposition of the whole subject 
of nomenclature, won the admiration of your committee), it has 
been decided in a spirit of fairness to those ornithologists who 
have adopted such method to set out for your consideration the 
arguments in favour of such as they appear in the code appended 
to Canon XI. :— 

“A prevalent misapprehension respecting the .meaning and 
office of the trinomial system may be here corrected. Tri¬ 
nomials arc not necessarily to be used for those slightly 
distinct and scarcely stable forms which zoologists are in the 
habit of calling ‘ varieties ’ ; still less for sports, hybrids, 
artificial breeds, and the like ; nor indeed to signalize some 
grade or degree of difference which it may be desired to note 
by name, but which is not deemed worthy of a specific 
designation. The system proceeds upon a sound scientific 
principle, underlying one of the most important zoological 
problems of the day—no less a problem than that of the 
variation of animals under physical conditions of environ¬ 
ment, and thus of the origin of species itself. The system is 
also intimately connected with the whole subject of the 
geographical distribution of animals ; it being found, as a 
matter of experience, that the trinomial system is particularly 
pertinent and applicable to those geographical 1 sub-species,’ 
f races,’ or ' varieties ’ which have become recognizable as 
such through their modification according to latitude, longi¬ 
tude, elevation, temperature, humidity, and other climatic 
conditions. Such local forms are often extremely different 
from one another ; so different, in fact, that, were they not 
known to blend on the confines of their respective areas, they 
would commonly be rated as distinct species. This large and 
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peculiarly interesting class of cases seems not to have hitherto 
been adequately provided for in the stringency of binomial 
nomenclature. 

“ It is obvious, therefore, that the kind or quality, not 
degree or quantity, of difference of one organism from another 
determines its fitness to be named trinomially rather than 
binomially. A difference, however little, that is reasonably 
constant, and therefore ‘ specific ’ in a proper sense, may be 
fully signalized by the binomial method. Another difference, 
however great in its extreme manifestation, that is found to 
lessen and disappear when specimens from large geographical 
areas, or from contiguous faunal regions, are compared, is 
therefore not ‘ specific/ and thereto re is to be provided for 
by some other method than that which formal^ recognizes 
‘ species 1 as the ultimate factors in zoological classification. 
In a word, inter gradation is the touchstone of trinomialism. 
(Two kinds of intergradation, however, may be recognized : 
(i) ordinary or geographic intergradation, and (2) inter¬ 
gradation due to individua] variation in forms inhabiting 
isolated areas.)” 

From a careful analysis of the foregoing excerpt it will be 
readily apparent, as your committee claims, that the classificatory 
differences between the “ trinomial ” method and what may be 
termed the “ binomial ” method as applied by Australians, are 
slender, except perhaps in the results of their practical appli¬ 
cation. In the trinomial method all modifications of species 
comprehending sub-species and ranging to geographical races 
arc brought into classification and named. In the binomial 
method so applied all modifications of species ranging to 
and comprehending sub-species are likewise brought into 
classification and named, but geographical races are not so unless 
such modifications present sonic material distinguishable differences . 
It will be observed that no definition is given or indicated in the 
code of a “geographical area” or a “faunal region,” and it is 
scarcely necessary to say that to Australian ornithologists such 
a definition is all-important. 

But, whatever classificatorj' differences may appear to exist 
between the methods under review, your committee is most 
concerned with the practical application of the trinomial classi¬ 
fication as it appears in a recent work involving the classification 
and nomenclature of Australian birds. 

In the work indicated, the committee has been enabled to 
judge accurately of the direct results and consequential effects of 
the trinomial method so applied, and after carefully considering — 
even indulgently considering—such results and effects , it has not 
the slightest hesitation, in the interests of A ustralian ornithology and 
ornithologists, in rejecting such method. | 

A method of classification which, upon its initial application, 
increased the number of Australian species and sub-species from 
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approximately 800 to 1,500—and correspondingly the no men - 
clatural burden ; a method which will inevitably further increase 
thai number to 2,000 at least ; a method which, when practically 
applied, enabled a sub-specific distinction to be attached to extra- 
limital and endemic, migratory, and vagrant forms passing and 
returning through a country in their annual migrations and their 
wanderings ; a method of classification which, when practically 
applied, appreciated sub-specific differences in characteristic 
Australian stationary forms occurring within a few miles of each 
other and in the same latitude and longitude, at the same elevation, 
having the same temperature and possessing the same topo¬ 
graphical and climatic conditions in all respects ; a method which 
on practical application admitted to sub-specific rank forms 
which to the knowledge of your committee were unstable or 
possessed only some grade or degree of difference scarcely dis¬ 
tinguishable ; a method which liberally admitted. forms to sub¬ 
specific distinction without real or apparent differences— tended , 
in the committee's opinion, to " throw the science of ornithology 
into confusion," and for that reason alone was unacceptable. 


III.—N OMENCL ATURE. 


/a.—The Law of Priority. 
\b.—-Trinomials. 


The consideration of this branch of its report has occasioned 
your committee much serious thought, involving as it does two 
contentious propositions ocupying the attention of modern 
ornithologists—namely, the point of time at which the lex prioritatis 
of zoologists shall he deemed to operate , and the use of trinomials as 
a phase of ornithological nomenclature . 

Before proceeding to deal with these two subjects in detail 
your committee desires to say generally that it views with con¬ 
siderable apprehension the vast amount of time and pains 
bestowed upon a phase of science—-viz., modern nomenclature— 
which, instead of being subsidiary and subservient to the 
science of ornithology, threatens to become overwhelmingly pre¬ 
dominant. In brief, and clothing a homely phrase in more con¬ 
ventional language, there is serious danger of the tail of 
nomenclature wagging the dog of ornithology. As a great 
scientist has remarked :— ff It is not the end of science to make 
names ; she avails herself of them to distinguish things." So 
far Australian ornithologists have been too much concerned purely 
in the study of ornithology (which is a living, virile one in 
Australian regions) to be able to devote any time to an artificial 
work such as nomenclature, and, so far as your committee is able, 
it intends resolutely to prevent the waste of energy upon a subject 
which as a succession of feats in mnemonics may be considered 
meritorious, but as applied to the practical study of ornithology 
can only be considered a wasteful and unnecessary surcharge on 
the mental faculties. 

In approaching these questions the strict adherence by .your

committee to two leading principles—the first of which is, in 
the language of a similar principle already enunciated, that 
nomenclature Is an aid to and not the aim of ornithological 
science, and secondly that a name is only the sign or label for 
something which has been distinguished—enabled your committee 
to maintain at all times a clear view of issues which might very 
easily have become clouded. 

A.—The Law of Priority .—For the better understanding of those 
members who have devoted their whole time to the living study 
of ornithology, and have not actively concerned themselves about 
nomcnclatural refinements, the following may be quoted from the 
original British Association Code :— 

“ As our subject-matter is strictly confined to the binomial 
system of nomenclature, or that which indicates species by 
means of two Latin words, the one generic, the other specific, 
and as this invaluable method originated solely with Linnaeus, 
it is clear that, as far as species are concerned, we ought not 
to attempt to carry back the principle of priority beyond the 
date of the 12th edition of the ' Sj'stema Naturae.' Previous 
to that period naturalists were wont to indicate species not 
by a name comprised in one word, but by a definition which 
occupied a sentence, the extreme verbosity of which method 
was productive of great inconvenience. It is true that one 
word sometimes sufficed for the definition of a species, but 
these rare cases were only binomial by accident and not by 
principle, and ought not therefore in any instance to super¬ 
sede the binomial designations imposed by Linnaeus. 

” The same reasons apply also to generic names. Linnaeus 
was the first to attach a definite value to genera, and to give 
them a systematic character by means of exact definitions ; 
and therefore, although the names used by previous authors 
may often be applied with propriety to modern genera, yet 
in such cases they acquire a new meaning, and should be 
quoted on the authority of the first person who used them 
in this secondary sense. It is true that several old authors 
made occasional approaches to the Linnaean exactness of 
generic definition, but still these were but partial attempts ; 
and it is certain that if in our rectification of the binomial 
nomenclature we once trace back our authorities into the 
obscurity which preceded the epoch of its foundation, we 
shall find no resting-place or fixed boundary for our researches.' 1 

For some time prior to the year 1903, the 12th edition (Linnaeus) 
was not universally accepted as the starting-point of the binomial 
system in nomenclature, many old world and new world orni¬ 
thologists advocating and adopting the 10th edition instead of 
the 12th. In that year, however, the International Congress of 
Zoology fixed the starting-point at the earlier edition—the qffect 
of which was to admit to recognition the works of Artcli Scopoli, 
Clerck, Pallas, Brunnich, Brisson, and other early writers. 
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It should be pointed out that from the use of the expression 
“ law of priority,” and from the act of the International Congress 
in adopting the earlier ioth edition, it might naturally be supposed 
that| the object was to do justice to all the pioneers in zoology ; 
but this was not so. The so-called " law of priority/ 1 being 
inconsistent in itself, was in truth and in fact merely a " law of 
expediency,” as it refused to recognize or admit the work of 
pioneeis who were unfortunate enough to commit, unconsciously, 
the polynomial sin of describing a species by using more than two 
names. 

From what has been quoted, said, and explained, it must be 
obvious to the members of this Union that the adoption by your 
committee of either the 12th or ioth edition of the “ Systema 
Naturae ” of Linnaeus as the starting-point of the binomial system 
of nomenclature could neither attain stability in nomenclature 
nor do full justice to the early pioneers—as to the former because 
at any moment the discovery of some obsolete or long-forgotten 
work or reference, or some imperfect or incomprehensible drawing 
or obscure references, would at once thrust into the ocean of 
synonymy that which up to that time had been accepted as a fixed 
generic or specific name. 

Your committee having, therefore, surveyed the position from 
every possible outlook, ultimately and resolutely decided in the 
intei ests of Australian ornithologj 7 —that, as the generic and specific 
and sub-specific names of John Gould as used in his works 
entitled The Birds of Australia ” had been in current use in Aus- 
ti alia for sixty years and upwards, the principle of priority should 
not he carried back beyond the respective dates contained in those works , 
and that, therefore, the generic, specific, and sub-specific names 
appearing in such works (subject to the modifications afterwards 
mentioned) should be the names hereafter to be used in Australian 
ornithology. _ Obviously, with regard to the Classification List 
eailiei mentioned, it was essential for the sake of correlation and 
consistency that such names should be superseded in the fol¬ 
lowing cases— (a) where any such names were preoccupied in 
some other branch of zoology, ( b) where there had been a clear 
mis-identification of extra-limital and other forms, ( c ) where in 
the light of later knowledge genera had been rejected or new 
genera created, and (d) manifest errors. 

rfs to admitted genera, species , and sub-species described since the 
dates of the respective issues of Gould's works , your committee, 
having regard to the fact that the British Museum “ Catalogue of 
Birds” had been a guide to Australian ornithologists, adopted 
the names used in such catalogue, but with the superseding 
qualifications just mentioned. As to admitted genera , species , and 
sub-species since the issue of the above-mentioned catalogue , your 
committee has as far as possible accepted the names used by the 
authors of the species. 

The committee wishes to make it clear that it makes no claim 
to originality in its adoption of names in current use for a fixed

period, as substantially the same sj'stem had been advocated in 
entomology by Mr. W. Arnold Lewis, of London, barrister-at-law, 
and also by Mr. Frank Springer, of Iowa, in regard to the Crinoidea. 

In a paper read by Mr. C. A. Boulenger, F.R.S., before the 
meeting of the British Association for the Advancement of Science 
at Dublin, 1908, entitled On the Abuses Resulting from the 
Strict Application of the Law of Priority in Zoological Nomen¬ 
clature,” &c., the author made the following statements :— 

“ Names with which all general zoologists, anatomists, and 
physiologists are familiar should be respected, should be 
excepted from the rule in virtue of what may be termed the 
privilege of prescription. 

“ If biologists would agree to make that one exception to 
the law of priority in nomenclature things would adjust 
themselves well enough, and we might hope to sec realized 
some day what we all desire— fixity in names, that we may 
readily understand the meaning of all writers, not only over 
the whole civilized world at the present day and in the 
future, but back into the last century, which has marked so 
great an advance in zoological science. 

<f Such a result would be attained by protecting time- 
honoured names of well-known animals from the attacks of 
revisers of nomenclature. For this purpose future com¬ 
mittees that may be convened to discuss these topics might 
confer a real and lasting benefit on zoology by determining 
group by group which names are entitled to respect—not, 
of course, on the ground of their earlier date or their correct 
application in the past, but as having been universally used 
in a definite sense. 

“ The suggestion is not a new one. As far back as 1896, 
in a discussion which took place at the Zoological Societ}? of 
London, Sir E. Ray Lankestcr, protesting against the 
digging-up of old names, suggested that an international 
committee should be formed, not to draw up a code of rules, 
but to produce an authoritative list of names —once and for 
all—about which no lawyer-like haggling should hereafter be 
permitted.’' 

Mr. W. H. Dali, the American zoologist, also investigated the 
system at the request of the American Ornithologists’ Union, but 
the committee of that Union, after giving attentive consideration, 
rejected it for certain reasons which your committee contend 
do not exist in Australia. The same gentleman quotes De Candolle, 
as laying down the principle that the attainment of fixity in the 
designations for organized beings was essential . 

Your committee realizes that in adopting the Gouldian names, 
as mentioned, injustice will, perforce, be done to some early 
writers, but manifestly as justice could not be given by adopting 
the 10th edition, it left the interests and convenience alone- of 
Australian ornithologists to be considered. It should be stated. 
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however, that in this latter attitude your committee was not 
alone, as the American Ornithologists’ Union committee, when 
limiting the action of the law of priority to the ioth edition, and 
lit, speaking of the injustice to the pioneers of zoology, expressed 
itself as follows And here your committee would emphatically 
uige that, the chief object of zoological nomenclature being to 
secure uniformity of practice in the bestowal and adoption of 
names, the rules to that end should be formed with reference to 
principles and without regard to personality, and that therefore 
the matter of justice or injustice is in this connection without 
pertinence. 

Ur. Frank Springer, whose name has already been referred to 
writes m a pamphlet on the subject of nomenclature as follows : — 

It is not a question of doing justice to any particular ancient 
autfioi the proposition is one of broader significance, and 
involves the paramount interest of the scientific public.” 

Agam, the American Ornithologists’ Union in its code remarks : 

But Jt seems proper to protest in this way against any mis¬ 
conception that the science of zoology consists in the art of 
naming objects in that branch of science, and also against every 
wanton, capricious, arbitrary, or otherwise needless and undesirable 
change of names which have acquired current usage and definite 
signification m zoology. It is undeniable that a ' mere shuffling 
ot names (A. Agassiz) is the chief outcome of much study and much 
writing which is mistaken for scientific research and the advance¬ 
ment of science. 

Whilst on the subject it is advisable to set out the opinions 
respectively of Prof. Alfred Russel Wallace, the late Mr. Henry 
Seebohm, and Mr. A. J. North, of the Australian Museum, which 
arc as follow :— 


Alfred Russel Wallace ("Geographical Distribution 
ot Animals, 1876) " In the difficult matters of synonymy 

and the orthography of generic names, I have been guided 
rather by general utility than by any fixed rules. When I 
have taken a whole family group from a modern author of 
1 epute, I have generally followed his nomenclature throughout. 
In other cases I use the names which are to be found in a 
majority of modern authors, rather than follow the strict rule 
of priority in adopting some newly-discovered appellation of 
early date. 


„ Henkv Seebohm {" A History of British Birds,” 1883) 

So far as regards specific names, I have throughout this 
work set the rules of the British Association at defiance 
being convinced that, so far as ornithology is concerned, they 
have done infinitely more harm than good. ... I have 
adopted a scheme which appears to me to be the most 
piactical of any which have been suggested. It may not 
satisfy the requirements of poetical justice, but it is at least 
consistent with common-sense. I adopt the specific name 
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which has been most used by previous writers. It is not 
necessary for me to encumber my nomenclature with a third 
name, either to denote the species to which it refers or to 
flatter the vanity of the author who described it; all my 
names are cmctorum plurimomm 

Alfred J. North (" Nests and Eggs of Birds,” &c.) :— 
“ Authorities are divided in opinion as to what is a sufficient 
character to constitute a species, or sub-species, and have 
been classed either ' lumpers * or f splitters.' Personally, I 
favour the former, for in a large island-continent like Aus¬ 
tralia, where geographical distribution and climatic influence 
are such important factors in the character of a species, it 
would render the study of birds impossible if each tinge or 
shade in colour of plumage from different latitudes were 
accorded sub-specific distinction. During a period of twelve 
years, I have characterized three very distinct sub-species, 
but were I to separate from different localities each race that 
varies from the average type in size and depth of colour, the 
described Australian forms would be considerably more than 
twice the number they are at present.” 

Your committee claims that by its decision it has been able to 
ignore the battalions of names which should never have been 
rescued from obscurity, and also to deliver Australian orni¬ 
thology from the innumerable nomenclatural refinements and 
subtleties which threatened its existence. 


B.—Trinomials as Applied to Nomenclature .—The use of tri¬ 
nomials as a phase of ornithological nomenclature is a matter 
which has lately occupied the attention of ornithologists all over 
the world. Owing to the adoption of the trinomial system 
by many countries, your committee . has given it the fullest 
possible consideration. Earlier in this report the differences 


between ‘ f trinomial ” and 


” binomial ” 


classification were dis¬ 


cussed, and it was stated that geographical and insular races 
received the classificatory value of sub-species. If the name of 
the sub-species so defined had been, when used, simply added 
to the generic name, it is clear that the matter would have 
been simply one of classification ; but that was not so, as the 
innovation did not stop there. The inventors of the system, in 
order to indicate more clearly its refinements, gave to individuals 
of a group containing sub-species a third name—that is to say, 
the name of its type or dominant species. As an illustration of 
the system, it should be pointed out that if an ornithologist 
wished to refer to the smallest of all known Australian birds by 
the trinomial system he would write or say Smicrornis brevirostris 
flavescens , and if afterwards it were proved that the genus to which 
this avine midget belonged was a sub-genus it would be possible 
that he should have to refer to it as Smicrornis subsmicrlfrnis 
brevirostris flavescens , and thus repeat and revive the polynomial 
sin which proved to be the ornithological undoing of many pre- 
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Linnsean ornithologists. It may be contended that there is no 
scientific necessity to indicate a sub-genus when referring to a 
bird. In the “binomial” system undoubtedly there is not, but 
there it is not scientifically required to name the type or domi¬ 
nant species when mentioning sub-species. 

It is seriously claimed by trinomialists that the use of their 
system is a step in the direction of “ brevity, convenience, and 
explicitness,” but your committee has sought in vain to find some¬ 
thing to justify such a claim. It has also been claimed that the 
system is advantageous to specialists and students. Your 
committee regrets that it cannot admit this contention, as the 
specific name would convey to the specialist only what he 
already knows, and to the student only what he could find, 
without trouble, in any reference book. 

In further consideration of the system, the committee has been 
unable to ignore the fact that the nomenclatural burden which 
would be imposed by the acceptance of a “ trinomial ” classi¬ 
fication, and its corollary, a “trinomial” nomenclature, would 
bring the study of ornithology to the point of breaking strain, 
and thereby endanger its existence in Australia. 

For these reasons , your committee considered that the system if 
adopted would he such an “innovation as would more disturb by its 
novelty than profit by its utility ” and therefore decided not to adopt 
it as a phase of ornithological nomenclature so jar as Australia was 
concerned . In this decision it is not altogether isolated from 
many zoologists, as the following references will show :— 

De Candolle lays down as a principle the avoidance of names 
or methods of applying names calculated to throw science into 
confusion, and the unnecessary creation of names. 

The respective views of the late Dr. Bowdler Sharpe and Mr. 
W. R. Ogilvie-Grant, hereunder set out, are emphatic and 
instructive:— 

R. Bowdler Sharpe (“Hand-list of Birds,” vol. v.) :— 
“ Some exception has been taken to my recognition as species 
of all forms described as sub-species or races with trinomial 
names. My views on this subject have often been stated, 
and as for trinomials, I look upon the system as destructive. 

I consider that the burden imposed upon zoologists who 
follow this method for the naming of their specimens will 
become too heavy, and that the system will fall by its own 
weight. That races and sub-specics of birds exist in nature 
no one can deny ; but, to my mind, a binomial title answers 
every purpose.” 

W. R. Ogilvie-Grant, Chief of the Bird-room, British 
Museum, vide letter to the convener (Mr. A. J. Campbell), 
written 15th July, 1911 :—“ On the whole, I see no useful 
object in using trinomials ; in ninety cases out of a hundred 
it does not help one to identify a bird—often the contrary. 

- . . • I grant that in individual cases an advantage 
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may be freely admitted, but in most cases they are altogether 
unnecessary and lead to nothing but confusion. All the 
older school of ornithologists in this country (England) are 
entirely opposed to trinomials on general grounds." 

IV.—Recommendations. 

(a.) Perpetual Check-list Committee .—Your committee men¬ 
tioned earlier in the report the appointment of a Perpetual 
Check-list Committee to determine and admit species and sub¬ 
species from the Provisional List. 

It now formally recommends that a Perpetual Check-list Com¬ 
mittee of seven persons, to consist of well-known ornithologists 
and members of the Union, be appointed (with power to fill up 
casual vacancies in their body from time to time, and with further 
power to make, add to, alter, and repeal by-laws from time to 
time, as that committee may deem necessary) for the purpose of 
revising and adding to and controlling the Classification List and 
the Code of Nomenclature, except that such committee may not 
alter any principle of classification or nomenclature without the 
sanction first obtained at the annual general meeting of members. 

(&.) Code of Nomenclature. —Your committee further recommends 
that a committee be appointed to draw up a Code of Nomen¬ 
clature based upon that of the International Committee for Zoo¬ 
logical Nomenclature, with such modification as mav be rendered 
necessary by the adoption of the principles contained in this 
report. 

Vernacular List. 

A sub-committee, consisting of Dr. J. A. Leach, Messrs. A. J. 
Campbell, C.M.B.O.U., D. Lc Souef, C.M.Z.S., and J. A. Kershaw, 
F.E.S., was appointed at the Brisbane session * to consider the 
change of certain vernacular names now in vogue which were 
deemed discordant or unsuitable now that bird-study has been 
introduced to the State schools of the Commonwealth. The 
committee met and practical!}' recommended the whole of the 
Science Association’s List, excepting a few amendments. There¬ 
fore the Association’s catalogue has been adopted, with the

The numbers, in parentheses, to the right of the authority 
refer to the page, “ Hand-List of Birds ” (Sharpe’s), which in 
turn refers to the volumes of the “ Catalogue of Birds ” of the 
British Museum, wherein are all the necessary references, or refer¬ 
ences available at time of publication, besides descriptions, &c., 
by various experts of the avifauna of the world. 

(3.) All species on the Classification List have been numbered 
(on the left) in arithmetical progression, commencing with the 
number 1, and all sub-species are so designated on the list and 
bear the number of their dominant species, and (as to the specific 
group in which they occur) are distinguished by small letters in 
alphabetical progression. If and when species and sub-species 
appearing on the Provisional List are admitted, it is recommended 
that—(1) each individual species be placed according to its rank 
on the list and bear the number of the species immediately pre¬ 
ceding it, and be distinguished by a capital letter ; and (2) each 
individual sub-species be placed on the list following its dominant 
species, and distinguished where it follows “ original ” species by 
a small letter following the number of such dominant species, 
and distinguished where it follows “ admitted ” species by a 
small letter following the number and capital letter of the

“ admitted dominant species. This method will give each form 
distinguished on the list not only a scientific name on it but 
also a registered scientific number, and thus provide for working 
ornithologists a brief, convenient, and explicit mode of reference 
without recourse to the use of a scientific name unless need be. 

Extra-limital Forms .— Where names of these forms in the 
appended Classification List are not in agreement with those 
accepted in Europe or America, the latter names are inserted in 
parentheses for the convenience of European and American 
ornithologists. 

Region .—“ Australia ” as applied to Australian ornithology 
means and includes the present constitutional metes and bounds 
of the Commonwealth of Australia.

Note .—The question as to the admission to, or exclusion from, 
the Check-list of many of the minor varieties, is a difficult one, 
as it should involve the examination of all types. The committee 
being unable to obtain access to many of the type skins, the 
admission of some sub-species and the rejection of others is a 
course which must inevitably lead to complaint and argument. 
The omission or inclusion of all the recorded sub-species might 
have been preferable. In the former case the list would have 
been appreciably- shortened, and at no great sacrifice from a 
scientific point of view, inasmuch as advanced students are able 
to discriminate for themselves as to which of the recorded 
varieties they will recognize ; while, from a popular point of view, 
the shortening of the list could not be otherwise than beneficial. 
In the latter case, the inclusion of all described sub-species under 
the dominant species-number would enable the general collector 
to confine himself to dominants only, and there would be no 
complaints as to any distinctions having been made by the 
committee. —A. F. Basset Hull.
